THE DRYDOGK AND THE GOV- 
ERNMENT. 

The mysturioua cuiusi' of tlie govern- 
'*^eiJt in relation tu lh<^ dryJock IiiiH long 
puzzled the intelligent poition of the 
■ " podple of this province; and whether the 
government liavo any settled policy in re- 
gard to the work or none at nil, tlie mat- 
ter has reached that stage wlien the re- 
fusal of a frank explanation on the sub- 
ject is nut only unbusinesslike, but em- 
jnontlj . unsatisfactory to the electors. 
The government are not building the 
dcKlTat present. Do they intend to build 
it, or abandon or sell u, and if they do, 
when and how, or who is the lucky iiur- 
chiisor ! These are plain questions wliich 
there ought to be no difticulty in an- 
swering; in fact, they ought not to rcijuire 
answering, for the goveriuneut have had 
time enough to form a settled plan with 
regard to the work. That policy, what- 
ever it is, ought to be as well known as 
the unlinished sUUe of the work itself; 
and if they have no policy, that also 
ought to be known. As to any scheme 
f7uot finishing the dock by day's work that 
J3 too antodiluviari to be thought of. It 
was not pursued with the Canada Pacific 
railway, though Chinese labor was avail- 
:vblo; and the dock, at least as regards the 
time taken in its construction, must bo 
.i^. vv.i'egarded as almost ns great u work. It 
is, moreover, the modern practice found- 
lid .op experience to construct public 
•works by contract. The fact that there 
is occasionally lro\iblo with contractors 
has not been admitted as an argiuneut 
against the system , and such things will 
probably occur till tiie end of time. There 
has been much trouble in the construction 
of the dryduck, and however much it is 
to be deplored on the score of delay and 
waste of public funds, tliore is no use 
cry ing over spilled milk, and if there is a 
waj'-of making the beat of it tb.it plan 
should be adopted. The representi>tivo 
of the contractors (McNamee & Co.) is 
now in tliis province, and he (Mr. R. P. 
Mitchell) failing to conie to any satisfac- 
tory arrangement with the government, 
has published a letter in this pai)er stating 
his own side of the case, and at least 
affording the public an opportunity of 
forming a partial judgjnentas to its merits 
or demerits. If the government decline 
to take any notice of this or accept tlie 
challenge thrown down they will only 
have themselves to thank if the judgment 
of the public is jniitia!. The people 
would like to hear both sides. Mr. 
iSIitchell states that he found the con- 
tractors, in whoso hands the work had 
been placed, ignored and the business 
virtually carried on by the government. 
After ninny delays he was told that Mc- 
Namee itCo'a riglits as contractors were set 
aside and would not be restored to them. 
The local contractors and their creditors, 
however, were quite willing that Mr. 
Mitchell should take charge, as that 
was their only cliance of recovering 
what was duo to tlieni. Passing over 
the business points at issue bofweeii 
the contractors and the government, the 
closing statements and challenge of Mr. 
Mitchell are worthy of mention, the more 
so as they cannot have been publicly 
made without duo consideration . Ho 
asserts, for instance, that the dock under 
the present system will cost 81,500,000, 
and chaUengos the resident engineer to 
meet him on the works with his pay-sheet 
and prove a contrary result by actual 
measurement, 'i'his is an ofl'er that can- 
not well bo ignored, and what are the 
government going to do about it f They 
cannot very well stand on their dignity, 
for that will neither build the drydock 
nor save the money; at least it has not 
done so up to the present time. Nor will 
it pay the contractors' croditorH, though 
that may be a minor consideration with 
this "paternal" government. Let the 
government or their engineer j)rove Mr. 
AlitchoU is a dis.ippoiiited man with a dis- 
tempered imagination, or that Mr. Be;i- 
ven's figures of 8500,000 will finish the 
dock by day's wfirk, or that they don't in- 
tend to finish the dock in that way, or to 
fini.'sh it at all. Lot the government speak. 
At prcient the drydock reminds one of 
the. fabled monster tiiat infested the city 
of Thebes and devoured tlie inhabitants 
till the riddle it had proposed to them 
•should bo solved; but there was a fortu- 
nate man named Qidipus who slew the 
monster, and the people chose him for 
their king. 'J'hus the drydock has long 
devoured the means of this province, and 
if Mr. Beaven could only follow the q.\- 
ample of Oedipus and either annihilate 
the monster by completing it, or solve the 
riddle as to how it ia to be done, he would 
merit the eternal gratitude of this people. 
Unfortunately, the premier's utterances 
iluring the recent canvass prove that ho is 
as ill-informed upon the character of the 
■work as bis predecessor, Mr. Walkem 
testified before the house committee that 
tio knew as "little of building a drydock 
.ia ho did of surgery," and iMr. Heaven 
knows as little of surgery as he does of 
building a drydock. The afl'air is in a 
most disgraceful muddle. The country is 
being plunged deeply into debt on dock 
account. The government flounders like 
u wild horse caught in a slough, their 
only policy appearing to he one of 
"doing" the contractors and using the 
drydock moneys for the corruption of tlie 
-i constituencies.

ToTJiE EiJiTOR—Mr. Bcavcn has taken 
a bold stand at last on graving dock mat- 
ters. After playing with and fooling 
McNameo & Co.'s agent for si.x weeks he 
coolly di-scards him, thereby constituting 
himself and his lieutenant (Bonnotl) a 
• Goramitteo to perform the manifold duties 
of chief commissioner of lands and works, 
contractors, engineers; general managers, 
paymasters and inspectors of the whole 
job. 

Whilst wo leave McNamee & Co. to 
,-» their own resources— if they have been 
1? wronged to find a remedy, if they are ag- 
grieved to' obtaiQ redress— the conduct of 
Mr. Beaven viewed from the stapdpoint 
of public interest furnishes matter for 
grave retiootion, and wo naturally iiujuiro 
■what are the motives that govern his ac- 
tions and what will their effect be upon 
the credit of the province and the mate- 
rial interests of our people } Is economy 
Mr. Beavon's pretence I Common sense 
repudiate.^ such an idea, and R. P. Mit- 
chell is heard from on that subject with 
no uncertain sound. Is dispatch I\Ir. 
... ijBeavon's aim? Certainly not; the local 
''Jcoitraotora -with. limited means and suf- 
fering under all the strain a hostile gov- 
ernment could bring to boar on them, 
uaod up all the coinont on liand, and it is 
well known that tho comout still required 
can be procured only in small quantities 
at- distant dates by vessels from the 
United Kingdom to our port, and the 
work must wait for this material. I« it 



the gratific.-itiiiu nf -.i grasping and en- 
vious diH|Hisiti. ill ll::it pririupts him to ig- 
Miiit! nieii'.s lii'iie.i claiiii-i, to jeci|>ardi/.e 
dock construction and mar commercial 
interests by clutching the few thousand 
dollars within his reach, seizing, upon 
dock coDstructiou'^'i^i|^con verting^ thi|; 
work into a political rnachine'for tho ex- 
tension of power in the last throes of his 
dying government / .Sir. Heaven may be 
innocent, but appearances are not favora- 
ble. Conscious as we are of the ignorance 
and inability of Mr. Bi.aven to creilitably 
manage any piece of work, we naturally 
inquiro-whose cpunsel-iaspires him with 
confidence to cope with this important 
undertaking! Is it Mr. Morris, the lately 
arrived eugiuoer in cliief / The only op- 
portunity wii ha\c of judging of that gen- 
tleman's ability or capability is furnished 
by iMr. Walkem's sworn testimony before 
the comniittee of the house on drydock 
inatters. His evidence was~neither flat-, 
toring nor coiniilimcntary to the chief on-'^ 
gineer's dock spccilicatiuns. Mr. Beaven 
will hardly aweur by the man whose pro- 
fessional reputation Mr. Walkoin did his 
best to destroy. Is it 'Mr. Bennett of 
cement notoriety i It appears so. Now, 
if we take tho evidence of Mr. Walkem 
relative to the thousand and one guesses 
or estimates made by jir. Boiniett as to 
the amount of cement roiiuired for dry- 
dock coii.struction - ranging from 100 to 
ToO tons, with a surplus to peddle out 
afterwards, and from that to 4.400 tons — 
as a sample of his proficiency as an engi- 
neer, it is doubtful if any sensible man 
can be found who would put confidence in 
an estimate niauo byhiincf the cost of 
onnstructiiig a re«])ocfable piggery; aiid 
yet Heaven and J3cniiett (for we leave 
poor Armstrong and Uett out) are whole 
and sole the uncontrolled and irresponsi- 
ble managers of public works and manipu- 
lators of public funds. Thoy hire men, 
ti.v tlic rate of wages, sii[iurintend tho 
work, estimate and iiiea.suru it, issue cer- 
tilicatcs, certify to tlie correctness of 
them, draw the money and pay the men. 
This may do a.s long as McNainee it Co.'s 
few thousand dollars last, but 1 (Corne- 
lius Booth) state boldly and publicly that 
Heaven and Bennett will not be permit- 
ted to lay llieir hands upmi one dollar of 
a Canadian subsidy to nianiimlate in any 
such manner.

Mr. Bennett into a position whore if they 
were the lioncstest men who ever breathed 
they would be liable to suspicions fron^ 
the opportunities the3' enjoy of enriching 
thoinselvcs ? 

The gratificMtiim of an overreaching 
and gr.aspin^' dispnHiti<iii niay bo a pleasant 
pastime, but if it lipids a man into a posi- 
tion of too much tiMimtation or subjects 
him to the .slightest breath of suspicion it 
must certainly become irksome, even to a 
proniior iif ISritinh Columbia.

HPttleinenl, satisfactory to all concern- 
eil, lias been made in the fainous poker 
cn.ses between l''rancis P, Weed, tlio 
victim, and Dr. Monteville M. Hodges 
and William M. Scot I. In pursuanco of 
the agreement. District .■Vttornoy An- 
thony to-day moved for and obtained 
from Judge Brown, in the county court, 
an order to nolle prosequi the indictmonta 
against Hedges and Scott. Hedges says 
llu! overtures for setllomeiit came from 
\S'eed. Scott was at first opposed to it, 
but being urged, finally agreed. Ho ia 
in Chicago in a very low physical con- 
dition. It is said that bceauso of this tho 
other side was anxious to compromise, 
and It Is tinderstoud that Weed has ac- 
cepted about ^20,000 In full settlement of 
the matter. This amount comes from 
Hedges, Scott and tho friends of the 
latter. By the articles nf ugroeinont not 
only tho crimintil proceedings against 
Hedges and Scott are lo be discontinued, 
but the civil suits tigaiiist ihem are also 
stopped. Weed's first cash payment was 
.^25,000, as has been stated. Ho paid
